" SHARE’ BROKERS AND THEIR LIABILITIES. 


—_—- 


In our issu of ‘this evening there is published “the first 
of a series of articles on the rights, dutios and liabilitios’ of 
sharobrokers, Aw the wrilor of those articles stutes, there ean 

“ho vory. little dowht that the majority ‘of © porsons in’ this 
Colony dealing in. shares lniow- little or riothing cither of their 
own rights, or. of the rights and liabilities of -the brokers 
whom they instruct. "Yho’ brokors themsolves, or many of them, aro 
probably equally without such knowledgo, Tho’ goneral ‘idea 
appeara to bo that a. broker is at Siberty ‘to. net for ay many 
principals as he pleases, however antagonistic the one to the other, 
thoir interests may he, or he way sell hisvown shares to his principal; 
and further, thatifa contrac! is once mado in accordance with legal 


reyuiroments the principal whd has signed it is bound by it, although, 
if ho chooses to do so, he can back oul of a contract which contains 


“Sno muinbers of the shares agreed to be bought and sold for future 


delivery, und is under no legal Hability cithor to the broker he has 
‘employed, or to the other principal, in relation to that contract, 
» Bho real position is, howevor, very difforont from thatwhich we bo: 
Jive it ig generally supposed to be, for it may bo: gathered.from the 
articles we are publishing, and from the authorities therein cited, 
that so long as a broker acts honestly towards his principal, and in 
acéordance with his principal's instructions, and if has, no 
pereontl interests of his own in’ the transaction, which 
may poasibly bo opposed to those of hiy principal, ho is -ontitled 


both. to his brokerage, and to: be indemnified by his 
principnl ‘against any "loss ho may sustain ‘in’ tho 
transaction,” ‘The contract botwoen a broker and his principal is 


entirely indepondent of the contract put through by the broker: for 
silo and purchase of shares, Jt is a contract of indemnity which. is 
impliod from tho relationship between thom of principal and agent, 
But to ensure tho rights of the broker under such an implied contract 
it is necessary that jis conduct should be absolutely fair and 
open towards his principal, to whoni he must disclose any fact 
within his knowlodge which may affect his, principal's intoreats. 
Under no circumstances, aga broker, may he sell to his principal his 
own shares, or shires in which he is personally interested. “Asa 
principal himsolf ho may, of course, deal in such shares in any way 
ho ploases,: but lio must state tho fact that ho isa principal, and not 
Jot it be atippoacd that he is dealing with the. shares as a broker 
morely, and that hie. ia therofore entitled to claim a commission or 
“brokerage on their sale price, To a brokerage on commission under 
these circumstances he would certainly not be entitled. 

This, briefly, appears to be the status of a sharobroker and of 
his principal in share transactions—a position which wo venture to 
beliavo has not beon underatood by many in the Colony. — Ut is pox 
siblo that not a fow transactions in sharos have boon ‘put through 
which might have boon -repuiiated, or which would not have taken 
placo, had tlie parties been aware of their rights and duties; and 
othor transactions may have beon repudiated by. peraons who errone- 
ourly helioved that they were entitled toda so, Wo do not snggest 
for 4moment any moral delinquency in the majority of instances 
in which contracts might havo, but have not, been ropudiatad, but 
merely that the position has not been properly uadersteod, as it must 
in futuro be by those who take the trouble to rend and consider tho
